1.  I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Sixteenth  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  Adminis¬ 
trative  County  of  Warwick  for  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1934. 

2.  The  Report  has  been  drawn  up  on  the  lines  indicated  in  Circular  1417  of  the  Ministry  of 

Health. 


STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

3.  AREA. — The  area  of  the  County  since  the  alteration  in  boundaries,  the  last  of  which 
took  effect  on  April  1st,  1935,  is  now  558,740  acres,  this  figure  being  divided  as  between 
Urban  Areas  78,359,  and  Rural  Areas  480,381. 

4.  POPULATION. — The  population  of  the  Administrative  County,  estimated  by  the  Regis¬ 
trar  General  at  the  middle  of  the  year  1934,  was  366,550,  the  urban  districts  accounting  for 
227,600  and  the  rural  districts  138,950. 

5.  RATEABLE  VALUE  AND  RATE  PRODUCE. — The  rateable  value  of  the  County  at  the 
1st  April,  1934  was  £2,185,884  and  a  Id.  rate  for  General  County  Purposes  produces  £8,979.

7.  BIRTHS. — The  live  births  registered  totalled  5,246,  of  which  3,127  occurred  in  urban 

districts  and  2,119  in  rural  districts — giving  a  birth-rate  of  14.31  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

This  is  an  increase  of  .6  over  the  rate  for  1933,  and  this  with  an  increase  of  .34  in 
1930,  constitute  the  only  two  occasions  when  the  rate  has  ceased  to  decline  since  1920.  The 
urban  rate  is  13.73  and  the  rural  15.25. 
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8.  Notification  of  Births. — Of  the  3,958  registered  births  during  the  year  in  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  County,  40  were  unnotified,  midwives  being  responsible  in  17  instances,  doctors 
in  18  and  hospital  staff  in  4.  All  unnotified  births  were  followed  up — except  an  illegitimate 
which  was  not  traced — official  notification  being  ultimately  received. 

9.  DEATHS. — 3,926  deaths  were  registered  in  the  administrative  County,  the  death-rate 
being  10.71  per  1,000  of  population — in  the  urban  districts  10.45  and  in  the  rural  districts 
11.13 — as  compared  with  11.8  per  1,000  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales.  The  death-rate 
in  the  County  in  1933  was  11.42. 

Of  the  total  deaths  registered  in  the  County,  847  were  attributable  to  Heart  Disease, 
while  Cancer  and  Malignant  Diseases  accounted  for  526  deaths,  Pneumonia  224,  and  Res¬ 
piratory  Diseases  other  than  Tuberculosis  142.  Deaths  from  Influenza  have  fallen  from  221 
in  1933  to  72. 

157  deaths  were  registered  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  giving  a  death  rate  of  0.42 
per  1,000  of  population,  as  compared  with  0.52  per  1,000  in  the  previous  year. 

10.  Infant  Mortality. — 253  deaths  were  registered  in  children  under  one  year,  an  Infant 
death-rate  of  48  per  1,000  births,  as  compared  with  54  per  1,000  births  in  1933.  The  death- 
rate  in  the  Urban  Districts  was  46  and  in  Rural  Districts  51  per  1,000  births,  compared 
with  51  and  58  respectively  in  the  previous  year. 

One  is  entitled,  I  think,  to  conclude  that  this  lowest  of  infant  death-rates  is  the  result 
of  the  continued  development  and  maintenance  of  our  high  standard  of  infant  welfare  work 
in  the  County,  rather  than  of  any  improvement  noticeable  in  the  physical  stamina  of  chil¬ 
dren  born  during  recent  years.  There  is,  however,  a  slight  reduction  in  the  deaths  of  infants 
during  the  first  four  weeks  of  life  from  congenital  debility,  premature  birth  or  malformations. 
Of  the  253  infant  deaths  registered,  144  or  56.9  per  cent,  occurred  during  these  early  weeks 
as  compared  with  58.6  per  cent,  in  the  previous  year.  It  is  possible,  therefore,  that  both 
factors  share  responsibility  for  this  continually  declining  figure. 

Among  the  remaining  deaths  under  one  year,  Pneumonia  accounted  for  45,  Bronchitis 
6,  non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis  6,  Syphilis  3,  Whooping  Cough  6,  Measles  1,  Diarrhoea  4,  other 
digestive  diseases  7,  violence  6  and  other  defined  diseases  21.

The  Birmingham  University  have  also  undertaken  253  biological  examinations  of  milk 
samples  and  pathological  examinations  as  follows  : — Wassermann  tests  737,  Gonococcus  smears 
400,  Gonococcus  fixation  tests  9  ;  total,  1,146. 

In  addition,  the  Warneford  General  Hospital  have  carried  out  examinations  of  301 
Gonococcus  smears  during  the  year  under  review. 

The  epidemic  wave  of  Diphtheria  that  was  prevalent  during  the  past  year  in  many 
parts  of  the  country  was  shared  by  Warwickshire  and  accounted  for  an  abnormal  number 
of  swabs  being  sent  for  examination  both  in  the  case  of  suspects  and  during  the  period  of 
convalescence  from  Diphtheria.  So  great  was  the  strain  on  hospital  accommodation  throughout 
the  County  that  more  frequent  swabbing  than  usual  was  undertaken  with  a  view  to  freeing 
beds  as  quickly  as  possible  for  the  admission  of  fresh  cases,  and  sanction  was  given  frequent¬ 
ly  for  the  more  costly  virulence  test  to  ascertain  whether  a  convelescent  patient  shewing 
repeated  positive  swabs  was  still  a  potential  carrier  of  the  disease  or  not. 

Many  schools  were  also  invaded  and  accompanying  the  cases  of  clinical  diphtheria 
there  frequently  occurred  anomalous  cases  of  sore  throat  not  clinically  typical  of  diphtheria 
but  sufficiently  suspicious  to  warrant  swabbing. 

It  is  not  unusual,  however,  in  such  epidemic  times  for  practitioners  to  indulge  in 
wholesale  swabbing  of  members  of  a  family  irrespective  of  clinical  abnormality,  and  so  add 
to  an  already  high  number  of  swabs  of  a  genuine  character.  It  will  be  realised,  therefore,  how 
difficult  it  is  during  epidemic  periods  for  practitioners  to  discriminate  or  restrict  actual 
swabbing  to  essentially  bona-fide  cases  through  fear  of  missing  an  unrecognised  carrier  of  infec¬ 
tion. 
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13.  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. — The  ambulance  facilities  available  for  use  in  connection 
with  the  Council’s  various  schemes  remain  as  set  out  in  paragraph  22  of  my  last  annual  report 
and  have  been  found  quite  sufficient  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  various  schemes  of  the  Council. 

14.  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. — -A  good  home  nursing  service  has  continued  in  the  County 
under  the  auspices  of  the  County  Nursing  Association  and  the  Newnham  Cottage  Benefit 
Nursing  Association  : —

CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

15.  Infant  Welfare  Centres. — During  1934,  two  new  infant  welfare  centres  were  opened, 
Studley  and  Whitnash,  and  the  Emscote  Centre  was  merged  with  Warwick.  There  were 
therefore  38  voluntary  infant  welfare  centres  operating  in  the  County.  Each  centre  has  a 
County  Health  Visitor  as  Superintendent  and  16  are  staffed  by  Assistant  County  Medical 
Officers.  The  remainder  with  the  exception  of  Studley,  have  arrangements  with  local  general 
practitioners. 

Grants  under  section  101  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  were  increased  in  the 
following  cases  owing  to  special  circumstances  : — Keresley,  Great  Alne  and  Ivinwarton,  Harts- 
hill  Ansley  and  Chapel  End,  and  Bulkington. 

1,412  infants  up  to  one  year  of  age  made  17,991  attendances  at  the  38  centres  during 
the  year  and  763  children  between  one  and  five  years  of  age  made  21,473  attendances,  a  total 
attendance  of  39,464.  530  attendances  were  also  made  by  expectant  mothers.

In  addition  to  the  above  clinics,  which  are  maintained  by  the  County  Council,  ante¬ 
natal  advice  is  given  to  cases  seeking  admission  to  the  Solihull  Maternity  Home,  a  volun¬ 
tary  institution  subsidised  by  the  County  Council.  The  Warneford  General  Hospital,  Leam¬ 
ington,  and  the  Coventry  and  Warwickshire  Hospital,  Coventry,  provide  a  similar  service 
which  is  available  for  cases  admitted  on  the  authority  of  the  County  Council. 

17.  Ante-natal  Medical  Scheme  for  Uninsured  Women. — Although  this  scheme  did  not 
actually  come  into  operation  until  the  1st  April,  1935,  it  would  seem  appropriate  that  some 
reference  should  be  made  to  it  in  this  report,  having  regard  to  the  fact  that  its  inception 
arose  from  paragraph  26  of  my  last  Annual  Report. 

Briefly  the  scheme  provides  that  any  uninsured  pregnant  woman  may  have  two  ante¬ 
natal  examinations  by  a  general  practitioner  whose  name  appears  on  the  County  Council  panel 
for  this  purpose — there  are  at  present  about  100  of  these  practitioners  for  the  maternity  and 
child  welfare  county.  The  County  Council  pay  a  fee  of  5/-  per  examination  plus  a  mileage 
allowance  if  the  doctor  carries  out  the  examination  in  the  patient’s  home. 

Midwives  are  recommended  to  refer  their  eligible  cases  to  the  appropriate  doctor  at 
the  sixteenth  and  thirty-second  weeks  of  pregnancy,  with  a  form  similar  to  the  medical 
aid  summons  under  the  Midwives  Acts.  The  doctor  reports  to  the  midwife  any  treatment 
he  recommends  and  after  the  birth,  of  which  the  doctor  is  notified  by  me  when  the  ordinary 
notification  under  the  Notification  of  Births  Act  is  received,  he  sends  me  a  detailed  report 
of  both  examinations.  This  scheme  is  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  women  who  have  no 
panel  doctor  and  who  are  unable  or  unwilling  to  attend  an  ante-natal  clinic. 

Incidentally  it  has  one  great  advantage  in  that  a  medical  practitioner  called  in  to  one 
of  these  women  at  a  confinement  will  have  had  previous  knowledge  of  any  abnormalities  and 
ought  to  be  better  able  to  deal  with  an  emergency  than  if  he  were  suddenly  summoned  to 
an  entirely  strange  case.  It  is  hoped,  too,  that  in  some  cases  ante-natal  examination  may  be 
the  means  of  avoiding  such  emergencies  by  the  early  correction  of  any  ascertained  abnormal 
condition. 

The  scheme  also  provides  for  facilities  for  a  second  opinion,  bacteriological  examinations, 
X-Ray  Examinations,  or  admission  to  hospital  in  any  case  where  the  general  practitioner 
satisfies  me  that  either  course  is  necessary. 

18.  HOSPITALS. — The  principal  voluntary  hospitals  have  continued  their  co-operation 
with  the  Council  in  connection  with  the  various  treatment  services  sponsored  by  the  Council. 
The  need  has  not  yet  arisen  for  consultation  with  representatives  of  voluntary  hospitals  under 
section  13  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929. 

19.  MEDICAL  SERVICES  OF  THE  PUBLIC  ASSISTANCE  COMMITTEE.— There  has 
been  no  material  development  in  the  medical  services  of  the  Public  Assistance  Committee 
during  the  year.  There  has  been  a  partial  revision  of  medical  relief  districts  and  the  dis¬ 
tricts  as  existing  at  the  31st  December,  1934,  are  shewn  in  paragraph  11  (4)  of  this  report. 
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20.  INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  THE  CARE  OF  MENTAL  DEFECTIVES.— 
According  to  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts  Committee,  the  building  of 
the  new  Villa  and  the  structural  alterations  to  existing  buildings  at  the  Warwickshire  Weston 
Colony  which  were  being  proceeded  with  at  the  time  I  made  my  last  annual  report  have 
been  completed  and  occupied.  There  were  139  patients  at  the  colony  on  the  31st  December. 

The  ferro-concrete  water  tower  has  also  been  completed  and  two  new  cottages  for 
farm  employees. 

The  Alcester  Public  Assistance  Institution  (Old  Infirmary  Block)  continues  to  be 
approved  for  the  reception  of  23  female  defectives  and  the  Warwick  Institution  for  4  males 
and  24  females. 

MIDWIFERY  AND  MATERNITY  SERVICES. 

21.  Midwives.- — There  were  238  Midwives — 232  trained  and  6  bona-fide — practising  in  the 
County  during  the  year.  55  of  these  were  inspected  by  neighbouring  Local  Supervising 
Authorities  and  183  by  the  Council.  62  were  attached  to  District  Nursing  Associations  affili¬ 
ated  to  the  County  Nursing  Association  and  during  the  early  part  of  the  year  these  were 
inspected  by  the  Superintendent  of  the  latter  Association  acting  as  an  Inspector  on  behalf  of 
the  Council.  The  remaining  121  were  inspected  by  the  County  Health  Visitors. 

In  June,  1934,  however,  this  arrangement  was  terminated  and  the  Chief  Inspector  of 
Midwives  and  her  Assistant  now  supervise  the  whole  of  the  midwives  practising  and  who  are 
resident  in  the  County. 

422  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  and  327  visits  in  connection  with  matters 
arising  in  the  midwives’  practices. 

1  midwife  died  during  the  year  and  2  including  a  bona-fide  midwife  retired. 

In  the  Tamworth  Rural  District  one  midwife  continues  to  receive  a  subsidy  from  the 
Council  to  enable  her  to  run  a  small  car  in  a  large  rural  area  where  cases  are  widely  scattered 
and  there  is  no  nursing  association. 

2,652  births  in  the  area  of  the  Local  Supervising  Authority,  viz.,  61.6%  of  the  births 
notified,  were  attended  by  midwives  without  a  doctor  and  in  1,145  cases  they  attended  as 
maternity  nurses. 

Doctors  without  the  services  of  registered  midwives  attended  506  cases. 

3,797  women  or  88%  of  births  notified  therefore,  had  the  services  of  a  registered  mid¬ 
wife  either  with  or  without  a  medical  practitioner  and  1,651  or  38%  were  attended  by  doctors. 

22.  Medical  Help  for  Midwives. — During  1934,  medical  help  was  sought  by  Midwives  in 
956  cases  as  against  823  in  1933  and  840  in  1932.  Claims  from  medical  practitioners  were 
received  in  respect  of  764  of  these  cases,  representing  a  total  cost  of  £1,059  5s.  Od.  Contribu¬ 
tions  were  collected  from  patients  amounting  to  £114  18s.  6d.  in  respect  of  claims  dealt  with 
during  the  year  under  review,  and  a  further  amount  of  £117  14s.  6d.  was  collected  during  the 
year  in  respect  of  claims  dealt  with  in  1933  and  1932. 

The  contributions  referred  to  above  were  assessed  after  writing  off  fees  amounting 
to  £44  13s.  6d.  in  respect  of  58  claims  dealing  with  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  and 
also  the  writing  off  of  claims  totalling  £301  15s.  Od.  in  respect  of  203  claims  in  which  the 
circumstances  in  accordance  with  the  Income  Scale  were  regarded  as  necessitous. 

The  following  statement  shews  the  number  of  cases  in  which  medical  aid  was  sought 
by  midwives  during  the  year  classified  according  to  the  reason  for  sending  for  help  and  the 
period  of  pregnancy  or  confinement  when  help  was  needed  : —

23.  Compensation  to  Midwives. — The  Council  have  continued  in  operation  the  scheme  for 
the  compensation  of  midwives  described  in  paragraph  32  of  my  last  Annual  Report. 

During  1934,  compensation  was  paid  in  39  cases,  21  being  necessitous,  13  as  a  result 
of  the  patient’s  removal  to  hospital  and  5  as  a  result  of  the  midwives’  suspension. 

So  far  as  necessitous  cases  are  concerned,  27  claims  were  received,  but  6  were  elimin¬ 
ated  owing  to  the  fact  that  maternity  benefit  under  the  National  Health  Insurance  Acts 
was  available  in  each  case. 

24.  Maternal  Mortality. — (1)  During  the  year  26  deaths  were  recorded  from  childbirth- 
11  from  Puerperal  Sepsis  and  15  from  other  causes — giving  a  mortality  rate  of  4.97  per 
1,000  live  births  (as  against  5.2  in  1933)  or  a  rate  of  4.79  per  1,000  total  births. 

Of  the  puerperal  deaths  6  occurred  in  urban  districts  and  5  in  rural,  while  the  deaths 
from  other  causes  were  apportioned  as  to  10  in  urban  and  5  in  rural  districts. 

21  of  these  deaths  occurred  in  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  County  and  the  re¬ 
mainder  were  distributed  as  follows  : —

(2)  It  is  distressing  to  have  to  record  a  continued  high  maternal  death  rate,  even  if  the 
figure  is  slightly  lower  than  the  previous  year,  which  it  will  be  recalled  was  unusually  high, 
5.2  per  1,000  live  births.  A  rate  of  5  per  1,000  has  been  previously  recorded  in  the  years 
1925,  1922  and  1919,  but  there  are  years  when  the  rate  has  been  below  3  per  1,000 
births,  1927  2.9,  1923  2.8,  1918  2.0  and  1908  2.7.  Instead  of  this  wide  variation  in  rates 
one  should  not  rest  satisfied  until  the  lowest  figure  becomes  more  or  less  constant,  and 
this  might  be  accomplished  inter  alia  by  effecting  a  considerable  reduction  in  the  incidence 
of  Puerperal  Septicaemia,  a  complication  of  child-birth  that  is  still  much  too  prevalent  in 
Warwickshire. 
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(3)  Puerperal  Sepsis  accounted  for  11  deaths,  giving  a  sepsis  death  rate  of  2.02  per 
1,000  total  births  registered  as  against  2.4  in  the  previous  year.  Of  these  fatal  cases  9  were 
treated  in  Hospital  and  2  in  the  patients’  own  homes.  In  only  one  instance  was  abortion 
responsible  for  fatal  sepsis  and  in  two  cases  sepsis  followed  Caesarean  section.

(5)  In  six  instances  the  circumstances  were  notified  to  the  Coroner,  who  either  held 
an  Inquest  or  issued  a  certificate  without  an  Inquest.  It  is  very  doubtful  whether  any 
useful  purpose  would  be  served  by  the  compulsory  notification  to  the  Coroner  of  all  maternal 
deaths,  as  has  been  advocated  in  some  quarters,  but  some  advantage  might  result  from 
such  an  inquiry  being  made  into  those  deaths  where  no  medical  ante-natal  care  had  been 
sought  by  the  patient,  if  any  practical  procedure  could  be  devised  for  this  purpose  without 
necessitating  notification  to  the  Coroner  of  all  maternal  deaths. 

(6)  Of  the  26  deaths  recorded,  11  occurred  in  the  patients’  own  homes  and  15  in  hos¬ 
pitals  ;  this  latter  figure  including  9  Puerperal  Sepsis  and  6  other  complications  of  pregnancy. 
16  of  these  cases  were  known  definitely  not  to  have  had  any  ante-natal  supervision  and  in  2 
instances  there  was  some  doubt  on  this  point.  It  is  difficult  to  say  whether  any  of  these 
fatalities  might  have  been  averted  had  ante-natal  supervision  been  obtained  by  all,  but  the 
fact  remains  that  over  60  per  cent,  of  the  patients  who  died  in  child-birth  had  not  received 
medical  ante-natal  advice  of  any  description. 

(7)  43  complicated  maternity  cases  were  admitted  under  the  County  Scheme  to  the 
Coventry  and  Warwickshire  Hospital,  Coventry,  the  Warneford  General  Hospital,  Leamington, 
the  Hospital  of  St.  Cross,  Rugby,  the  General  Hospital,  Nuneaton,  and  the  Maternity  Hospital, 
Birmingham  ;  41  ordinary  maternity  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Coventry  and  Warwickshire 
Hospital  from  the  area  of  the  County  adjoining  the  City  of  Coventry.  Consultative  help 
was  sought  in  one  case  of  complicated  midwifery  not  admitted  to  Hospital. 

With  regard  to  the  cases  admitted  to  Hospital,  in  17  instances  ante-natal  treatment 
was  given  in  addition  to  their  period  of  stay  for  confinement  purposes. 

25.  Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia  Regulations. — Notifications  were  re¬ 
ceived  of  27  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  as  compared  with  29  in  the  previous  year,  and  37  of 
Puerperal  Pyrexia  as  against  44  in  1933,  a  total  of  64  under  the  above  Regulations.  Of  these 
26  occurred  in  the  Boroughs  of  Nuneaton,  Leamington  Spa  and  Sutton  Coldfield,  and  were 
dealt  with  administratively  by  the  respective  Borough  Councils. 

Of  the  remaining  38  cases — 14  Puerperal  Fever  and  24  Puerperal  Pyrexia — 21  were 
admitted  to  hospital  under  the  County  Scheme  and  a  second  opinion  was  sought  in  3  in¬ 
stances. 

Unfortunately,  4  of  the  21  cases  admitted  to  hospital,  terminated  fatally. 

1 1  deaths  were  registered  from  Puerperal  Sepsis  in  the  County,  giving  a  death-rate 
for  this  condition  of  2.02  per  1,000  total  births  registered. 

Since  the  introduction  in  1926  of  the  Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia  Regula¬ 
tions,  the  recorded  number  of  Puerperal  Fever  cases  gives  no  true  indication  of  the  prevalence 
of  Puerperal  Septicaemia,  since  many  cases  of  Sepsis  are  notified  as  Pyrexia  only.  Nor  do 
the  notified  cases  of  Pyrexia  represent  Sepsis  only  since  among  these  are  instances  of  raised 
temperature  during  the  puerperium  that  has  no  relation  to  sepsis.  The  Regulations  do, 
however,  enable  the  Supervising  Authority  to  follow  up  all  cases  of  Pyrexia  and  take  what 
action  is  deemed  necessary  in  any  case  likely  to  be  septic  in  character  and  a  possible  source 
of  infection  to  other  healthy  parturient  women.  Such  action  is  taken  in  all  notified  cases 
of  Pyrexia  and  the  practice  of  midwives  or  maternity  nurses  is  thus  safeguarded  from  the 
spread  of  infection  through  this  source. 
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Midwives  generally  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  manner  in  which  they  observe 
their  rules  in  this  respect  since  their  prompt  action  in  informing  me  of  any  doubtful  or 
suspected  case  of  infection  in  their  practice  enables  me  to  get  into  touch  with  the  doctor 
summoned  to  the  case  and  to  ascertain  the  nature  of  the  rise  of  temperature  in  many  instances 
even  before  the  case  is  notified  by  the  doctor  under  the  Regulations. 

26.  Supply  of  Milk  to  Mothers  and  Infants. — The  Council’s  scheme  for  the  supply  of  free 
milk  to  necessitous  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  infants  has  continued  in  operation 
during  the  year.  One  pint  per  day  or  in  the  case  of  dried  milk  from  infant  welfare  centres 
one  packet  per  week  is  the  usual  quantity  allowed,  but  this  is  occasionally  increased  to  two 
pints  .per  day  or  three  packets  of  dried  milk  per  fortnight  in  the  case  of  twins  or  instances 
of  acute  need. 

Families  in  receipt  of  public  assistance  are  ineligible  to  receive  free  milk  under  the 
scheme. 

In  the  Borough  of  Warwick  the  supply  is  restricted  to  “  Certified  ”  or  “  Pasteurised  ” 

milk. 

424  new  applications  were  granted  during  1934  as  compared  with  397  in  1933.  These, 
together  with  cases  already  in  receipt  of  milk  at  the  beginning  of  1934  made  a  total  of  588 
families  assisted  during  the  year.  This  compares  with  622  families  assisted  in  1933.  73,227 

pints  of  milk  and  306  packets  of  dried  milk  equivalent  to  2,142  pints,  were  distributed,  a 
total  of  9,421  gallons  as  compared  with  10,458  gallons  in  the  previous  year. 

INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  MOTHERS  AND  CHILDREN. 

27.  County  Maternity  Homes. — During  1934  there  were  164  cases  admitted  to  the  two 
County  Maternity  Homes — 400  to  Rugby  and  64  to  Warwick,  as  against  168  in  the  previous 
year  and  171  in  1932  ;  30  cases  were  also  attended  by  the  County  Midwives  on  the  district 
in  and  around  Warwick. 

One  pupil  midwife  completed  her  training  during  1934  and  secured  the  certificate 
of  the  Central  Midwives  Board. 

(i) .  County  Health  Centre  and,  Maternity  Home,  16,  HiUmorton  Road,  Rugby. 

The  average  duration  of  stay  of  the  100  cases  admitted  to  this  Home  was  14  days, 
and  in  addition  66  cases  received  141  days  treatment  for  Ante  or  Post-natal  conditions,  an 
average  stay  of  2.1  days  per  case 

13  cases  were  admitted  at  reduced  fees. 

125  new  cases  made  first  attendances  at  the  Ante-natal  Clinic  during  the  year  and 
these,  together  with  old  cases,  made  387  re-attendances  ;  a  total  of  512  attendances. 

1  case  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  occurred  during  the  year,  and  was  discharged  completely 
cured  after  a  stay  in  the  Home  of  16  days. 

1  infant  died  from  White  Asphyxia  15  minutes  after  birth.  There  were  also  2  still¬ 
births. 

(ii) .  County  Health  Centre  and  Maternity  Home,  3,  The  Butts,  Warwick. 

The  64  cases  admitted  to  this  Home  made  an  average  duration  of  stay  of  13.8  days 
and  29  cases  received  Ante  or  Post-natal  treatment  for  a  total  of  186  days  or  an  average  stay 
of  6.4  days  per  case. 

37  new  cases  were  admitted  at  reduced  fees. 

102  new  cases  attended  the  ante-natal  clinic  and  276  re-attendances  were  made  by 
these  and  old  cases,  a  total  of  378. 

3  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  occurred  during  the  year,  and  were  transferred  to  the 
Warneford  Hospital,  Leamington  Spa,  where  they  received  treatment  under  the  County 
Scheme.  Unfortunately  one  case  terminated  fatally.  There  were  also  2  stillbirths. 

The  three  cases  of  Pyrexia  reported  above  are  of  considerable  interest  from  an  adminis¬ 
trative  point  of  view  and  are  worthy  of  comment. 
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The  first  case  occurred  in  January,  1934,  a  very  unhealthy  type  of  patient  coming 
from  a  poor  home.  She  was  removed  to  the  Warneford  General  Hospital  on  January  20th, 
suffering  from  Puerperal  Septicaemia,  an  intra-uterine  swab  revealing  haemolytic  streptococci. 
This  was  the  fatal  case  referred  to.  Swabs  were  taken  from  the  entire  staff  at  the  County 
Maternity  Home  and  those  shewing  haemolytic  streptococci  were  duly  isolated  and  treated 
and  disinfection  of  the  room  occupied,  utensils,  bedding,  etc.,  was  carried  out. 

The  second  case  of  Pyrexia  occurred  on  January  27th,  the  patient  being  removed  to  the 
Warneford  General  Hospital  on  January  28th.  The  swab  from  this  case  shewed  not  haemolytic 
streptococci  but  pneumococci.  This  case,  therefore,  had  no  relationship  to  the  first  case 
but  as  a  precautionary  measure  the  Home  was  closed  and  thoroughly  disinfected  and  was 
re-opened  on  February  2nd. 

The  third  case  of  Pyrexia  occurred  on  February  24th  in  a  patient  suffering  from 
Gonococcal  Endometritis,  this  patient  also  being  removed  to  the  Warneford  General  Hospital 
on  this  date.  It  was  obvious  that  this  case  had  no  relationship  to  the  two  previous  cases. 
It  is  also  of  interest  to  note  that  between  the  occurrence  of  this  case  and  the  re-opening 
of  the  Home  on  February  2nd,  four  cases  had  been  admitted  to  the  Home  and  one  taken 
on  the  district,  all  of  whom  ran  a  perfectly  normal  course. 

28.  HEALTH  VISITORS. — It  is  gratifying  to  record  that  each  year  more  home  visiting 
is  accomplished  by  the  health  visitors.  During  1934  home  visits  to  infants  and  children  up 
to  5  years  of  age  totalled  24,465  as  against  22,401  in  1933,  20,728  in  1932  and  17,926  in 
1931.  This  shews  considerable  progress,  particularly  when  it  is  borne  in  mind  that  home 
visits  to  school  children  and  routine  inspections  at  schools  for  uncleanliness  have  also  in¬ 
creased.

In  accordance  with  the  arrangement  with  the  Staffordshire  County  Council  the  follow¬ 
ing  visits  were  undertaken  by  that  Council’s  officers  in  the  Bolehall  and  Glascote  area  : — 
Infants  up  to  one  year  of  age,  first  visits  15;  re-visits  211  ;  children  one  to  five  years 
of  age,  396. 

29.  Annual  Report  of  Superintendent  Health  Visitor. — Miss  F.  M.  Polden,  S.R.N., 
S.C.M.,  A. R. San. I.,  the  Superintendent  Health  Visitor  and  Chief  Inspector  of  Midwives 
reports  as  follows  : — 

"  It  is  with  much  pleasure  that  I  am  able  to  state  that  the  work  of  the  health  visiting 
staff  continues  to  progress.  New  infant  welfare  centres  are  still  opening— the  total  in  the 
County  now  being  40.  Requests  are  also  still  being  received  for  information  and  help  re¬ 
garding  the  areas  not  yet  served. 

"  The  schools  are  also,  I  believe,  able  to  obtain  more  help  from  the  health  visitors 
than  in  the  past,  owing  to  an  increase  in  our  staff.  There  is  very  friendly  co-operation  with 
the  schools  and  I  personally,  always  enjoy  visiting  them. 
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“  The  infant  death  rate  continues  to  drop.  It  is  now  48.22  and  I  feel  convinced  that 
good  work  is  being  carried  out  by  the  health  visitors  in  this  respect. 

“  The  health  visitor  is  well  known  among  the  community  in  her  area  and  owing  to 
her  combined  duties  of  school,  welfare  and  tuberculosis  nurse,  etc.,  and  the  fact  that  she  is 
also  the  home  visitor  in  each  case,  her  knowledge  and  sympathy  make  her  a  much  sought 
after  person. 

“  I  should  like  to  pay  special  tribute  to  the  splendid  voluntary  body  of  infant  welfare 
centre  workers  in  Warwickshire.  Their  willingness  to  work  only  towards  the  good  of  the 
mothers  and  babies  in  their  centres  is  an  inspiration.  The  good  feeling  which  exists  between 
the  professional  staff  and  the  voluntary  workers  speaks  for  itself. 

“  Regarding  my  work  in  relation  to  the  inspection  of  midwives,  I  am  sure  that  a  most 
satisfactory  step  has  been  taken  in  that  all  the  midwives  practising  and  residing  in  War¬ 
wickshire  are  inspected  from  Local  Supervising  Authority  headquarters  by  two  people  only, 
i.e.  my  assistant,  Miss  E.  H.  Shaw,  and  myself.  I  personally  also  undertake  the  special  visits 
to  midwives  in  relation  to  their  notifications  to  the  Local  Supervising  Authority  in  cases 
of  Puerperal  Fever  and  their  liability  to  be  a  source  of  infection,  etc. 

“  The  standard  of  the  midwifery  service  is  very  high  and  Warwickshire  may  well  feel 
that  both  from  the  administrative  side  and  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  midwives  them¬ 
selves,  all  that  is  in  our  power  is  being  done  to  maintain  and  where  possible  even  to  improve 
that  standard.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  personal  touch  is  appreciated  between  the 
inspectors  and  the  midwives,  with  happy  results  in  our  daily  work. 

“  The  two  County  Maternity  Homes  continue  to  do  a  good  and  necessary  work  and 
have  been  very  busy  during  the  past  year.  The  two  nursing  staffs  are  excellent. 

“  May  I  thank  Councillor  Mrs.  Hosking,  Chairman  of  the  Rugby  House  Committee, 
and  Alderman  Brig.  General  Wiggin,  Chairman  of  the  Warwick  House  Committee,  for  their 
ready  help  and  advice. 

“  May  I  also  thank  my  assistant,  Miss  E.  H.  Shaw,  and  the  health  visiting  staff 
for  their  loyalty  and  support,  during  my  first  two  years  of  office  as  Superintendent  Health 
Visitor  and  Chief  Inspector  of  Midwives  in  Warwickshire.” 

30.  INFANT  LIFE  PROTECTION. — -The  County  Register  contained  the  names  of  85 
nursed  out  children  on  the  1st  January,  1934,  including  3  associated  with  Dr.  Barnardo’s 
Homes.  There  were  53  removals  and  57  additions  to  the  Home  Supervision  Register  during 
the  year,  1  removal  and  2  additions  to  those  associated  with  Dr.  Barnardo’s  Homes  and 
1  addition  of  a  child  supervised  by  the  National  Orphanage,  Sutton  Coldfield. 

At  the  31st  December,  therefore,  there  were  91  on  the  register. 

Health  Visitors  paid  82  first  visits  and  363  re-visits  to  these  children. 

ORTHOPAEDIC  TREATMENT. 

31.  The  Orthopaedic  Service  continues  to  be  administered  on  the  lines  indicated  in  my 
Reports  for  previous  years. 

The  following  table  gives  the  number  of  attendances  at  the  various  Clinics  since  the

Of  the  968  cases  on  the  registers  during  1934,  749  were  children  of  school  age  and  219 
under  school  age,  the  attendances  of  such  cases  being  respectively  6,577,  and  1,352,  a  total 

of  7,929. 

32.  Hospital  Treatment. — A  total  of  82  Orthopaedic  cases  of  all  types  have  received 
hospital  treatment  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  84  in  1933  ;  64  of  these  were  non- 
tuberculous  cases  and  18  were  tuberculous  cases  admitted  under  the  Warwickshire  and 
Coventry  Joint  Committee’s  Scheme. 

In  the  Rugby  Hospital  of  St.  Cross,  17  cases  were  treated  as  in-patients  and  main¬ 
tained  out  of  Hospital  funds,  in  addition  to  8  cases  under  16  years  maintained  under  the 
County  Scheme. 

18  children  not  requiring  major  operative  treatment  and  suffering  from  defects  of  a 
non-tuberculous  character  received  treatment  in  the  Paybody  Convalescent  Home,  Allesley. 
The  total  number  of  cases  receiving  in-patient  treatment  during  the  year  was  therefore  100 
as  against  101  in  1933. 

33.  Paybody  Convalescent  Home,  Allesley. — This  Convalescent  Home  has  continued  its 
activities  during  1934  on  the  same  lines  as  previously.  The  number  of  beds  provided  at  the 
Home  remains  at  40,  20  for  boys  and  20  for  girls. 

During  the  year  18  cases  from  the  County,  10  of  school  age  and  8  under  school  age, 
received  treatment  in  the  Home,  and  of  these  1 1  were  discharged  during  the  year,  7  remain¬ 
ing  in  the  Home  on  December  31st,  1934. 

All  the  cases  admitted  have  benefited  from  their  stay  in  the  Home,  the  majority 
having  done  extremely  well.  Of  the  18  cases,  8  were  actually  admitted  in  1933,  the  remain¬ 
ing  10  cases  being  admitted  during  the  year  under  review. 

34.  Parents’  Contributions. — Contributions  towards  the  cost  of  treatment  were  received 
from  parents  during  the  year  amounting  to  £426  3s.  2d.,  £325  2s.  6d..,  in  respect  of  children 
of  school  age  and  £101  0s.  8d.  in  respect  of  children  under  school  age. 

35.  Result  of  Orthopaedic  Treatment. — Of  the  968  cases  treated,  94  or  9.7  per  cent, 
were  cured  and  a  further  705  were  reported  to  be  improving.  It  can,  therefore,  be  concluded 
that  82.5  per  cent,  of  all  cripples  dealt  with  have  derived  benefit  from  the  treatment  they 
have  received.

The  exemptions  from  registration  previously  granted  in  respect  of  the  Hospital  of  St. 
Cross,  Rugby,  the  General  Hospital,  Stratford-on-Avon,  and  the  Ellen  Badger  Hospital, 
Shipston-on-Stour,  have  been  renewed. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

37.  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  Section  57. — The  grant  of  £255  which  the  Council  agreed 

to  make  to  the  Rugby  Rural  District  Council  in  respect  of  the  sewerage  of  the  parish  of 
Binley  has  been  increased  to  £576  per  annum,  having  regard  to  a  revision  of  the  scheme 
which  will  now  meet  the  requirements  of  Binley  permanently. 

Other  grants  made  during  the  year  are  : — 

1.  — Rugby  Rural  District  Council,  £40  per  annum  in  respect  of  the  supply  of 

water  to  the  parish  of  Long  Lawford. 

2.  — Meriden  Rural  District  Council,  not  exceeding  £200  per  annum  towards  the 

Rural  District  Council’s  proportion  of  the  cost  of  the  Birmingham,  Solihull 
and  Meriden  Joint  Sewer  (Cole  Valley  Sewer). 
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3.  — Meriden  Rural  District  Council,  not  exceeding  £274  per  annum  towards  the 

cost  of  the  sewerage  of  the  parish  of  Bickenhill. 

4. — Warwick  Rural  District  Council,  not  exceeding  £13  19s.  5d.  per  annum  towards 

the  cost  of  the  sewerage  of  New  Cubbington. 

5.  — The  Council  also  provided  a  sum  of  £500  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  cost 

of  expert  advice  obtained  by  Rural  District  Councils  in  connection  with  the 
supply  of  water  in  their  respective  areas,  and  a  sum  of  £2,000  per  annum, 
commencing  at  1st  April,  1955,  for  the  purpose  of  making  grants  to  Rural 
District  Councils  to  be  applied  in  the  reduction  of  loan  charges  on  capital 
expenditure  in  connection  with  rural  water  supplies. 


WATER. 

38.  Rural  Water  Supplies. — (1)  As  I  mentioned  in  paragraph  50  of  my  last  Annual 
Report,  I  submitted  in  the  early  part  of  1934  a  report  on  the  source,  quality  and  quantity 
of  rural  water  supplies  throughout  the  County. 

This  report  shewed  that  there  had  been  no  general  shortage  of  water  during  the 
summer  of  1933,  although  shortage  had  been  experienced  in  isolated  parishes.  There  were 
many  instances,  however,  where  the  quality  of  the  water  could  not  be  regarded  as  satis¬ 
factory,  particularly  where  the  supply  was  derived  from  shallow  wells.  In  many  of  these 
cases  there  was  definite  pollution. 

(2)  The  County  Council  realised  that  drastic  action  would  be  necessary  to  remedy 
this  state  of  affairs,  but  having  regard  to  the  fact  that  the  duty  of  seeing  that  districts  are 
supplied  with  pure  and  wholesome  water  is  the  concern  of  the  rural  district  councils,  they  felt 
that  any  action  on  their  part  should  follow  the  lines  of  encouraging  and  helping  the  district 
councils  to  fulfil  this  duty  rather  than  relieving  them  of  it. 

(3)  They  accordingly  informed  rural  district  councils  that  in  any  case  where  the  County 
Council  were  satisfied  that  expert  advice  was  needed,  they  would  be  prepared  to  meet  the 
cost,  and  Messrs.  Dodd  &  Watson  (now  Messrs.  J.  D.  &  D.  M.  Watson)  were  approved 
by  the  Council  as  the  “  experts  ”  to  be  retained. 

It  is  gratifying  to  record  that  up  to  the  present,  15  requests  for  expert  advice  have 
been  received  and  allowed  from  six  of  the  nine  rural  district  councils  in  the  County. 

(4)  In  October,  1934,  the  Public  Health  Committee  reported  that  they  had  considered 
what  further  step  should  be  taken  with  regard  to  the  provision  of  rural  water  supplies  and 
expressed  the  opinion  that  the  Council  should  not  only  provide  expert  advice  free,  but  should 
contribute  towards  the  cost  of  schemes  under  section  57  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929. 

(5)  The  Committee,  in  recommending  the  conditions  to  be  attached  to  any  grant  made 
by  the  Council,  stated  : — 

“  In  formulating  the  conditions  on  which  grants  should  be  made,  we  have  borne 
in  mind  the  fact  that  the  provision  of  water  in  a  parish  may,  and  frequently  does, 
involve  an  expenditure  far  beyond  the  financial  resources  of  the  parish  (which 
under  the  existing  law  may  be  charged  with  the  whole  cost)  and  an  expenditure 
moreover  which,  if  it  were  made  by  the  rural  district  council,  would  necessitate  a 
rate  that  might  be  oppressive  in  its  incidence.  It  is  only  such  parishes  as  this 
that,  we  suggest,  should  be  assisted  by  a  grant  from  the  County  Council. 

“  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  beyond  a  charge  upon  the  district  council  amounting 
to  a  rate  of  6d.  in  the  £  per  annum  upon  the  rates  of  the  parish  concerned, 
or  one  half  of  the  loan  charges,  whichever  is  the  less,  no  further  charge  should 
fall  upon  the  parish  or  the  district  council,  but  that  the  whole  of  the  excess  ex¬ 
penditure,  after  deducting  any  sum  to  be  contributed  by  the  Government  from 
their  £1,000,000  scheme  should,  in  accordance  with  section  57  (1)  of  the  Local 
Government  Act,  1929,  be  defrayed  by  the  County  Council  in  the  form  of  a  con¬ 
tribution  to  loan  charges. 
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“  We  have  further  had  in  mind  the  fact  that  many  parishes  in  the  past  have  already 
at  their  own  cost,  provided  themselves  with  a  water  supply  and  for  some  system 
of  sewerage,  and  we  think  it  only  equitable  that  the  district  council  should,  as 
permitted  by  section  190  (4)  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1933,  allow  all  the 
parishes  in  the  district  to  share  in  the  financial  advantages  which  are  derived 
from  the  contribution  of  the  County  Council  either  in  relief  of  past  expenditure 
or  in  anticipation  of  future  expenditure  for  water,  sewage  and  sanitation,  if  and 
when  it  arises.” 

(6)  The  County  Council  accordingly  decided  to  provide  the  sum  of  £2,000  per  annum 
for  the  purpose  of  making  grants  and  prescribed  the  following  conditions  : — ■ 

(i)  The  County  Council  not  to  make  any  contribution  towards  the  cost  of  water 
payable  to  the  owner  of  the  water  supply  or  water  rights. 

(ii)  The  rural  district  council  to  pay  annually  for  the  period  of  the  necessary  loan  a 
sum  equivalent  to  a  6d.  rate  on  the  parish  receiving  the  water  supply,  or  one 
half  of  the  loan  charges,  whichever  is  the  less. 

(iii)  The  County  Council  to  pay  the  difference  between  the  sum  mentioned  in  clause 

(2)  hereof  and  the  total  loan  charges,  less  any  contribution  received  in  pursuance 
of  clause  (4)  hereof. 

(iv)  The  rural  district  council  to  make  application  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  a 
grant  in  aid  from  the  £1,000,000  fund  provided  by  the  Government  under  the 
Rural  Water  Supplies  Act,  1934. 

(v)  The  rural  district  council  to  undertake  to  meet  the  special  expenses  chargeable 
in  future  on  every  constituent  parish  in  its  area  up  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  6d. 
in  the  £  on  such  parish  per  half  year.  (In  other  words,  the  rural  district  council 
must  undertake  to  equalise  the  expenditure  incurred  for  special  expenses  in  any 
parish  in  its  district  up  to  a  maximum  of  6d.  in  the  £.  The  general  effect  would 
be  that  parishes  which  now  pay  special  expenses  at  a  rate  less  than  6d.  will  pay 
no  special  expenses  in  future  ;  a  parish  which  now  pays  special  expenses  in  excess 
of  6d.  will  pay  in  future  only  the  excess  over  6d.  and  a  parish  which  pays  no 
special  expenses  at  present  may  incur  special  expenses  up  to  a  rate  of  6d.  in 
the  £  on  the  parish  without  any  charge  falling  upon  the  parish). 

(vi)  All  schemes  for  water  supply,  together  with  all  relevant  facts  and  reports,  to  be 
put  forward  by  the  district  council  to  the  County  Council,  who  will  only  make 
grants  in  respect  of  schemes  which  are  approved  in  accordance  with  the  above 
conditions  or  such  modifications  thereof  as  they  may  deem  desirable. 

39.  MINISTRY  OF  HEALTH  INQUIRIES.— The  following  inquiries  were  held  in  the 
County  during  the  year  : — 

(1)  Meriden  Rural  District  Council. 

(i)  Proposal  to  borrow  £23,300  for  works  of  sewerage,  particularly  the  laying 

of  sewers  at  Marston  Green  to  link  up  with  the  Cole  Valley  Sewer. 

(ii)  Application  for  loans  of  £4,000  and  £6,200  for  works  of  sewerage  at  Castle 
Bromwich  and  Coleshill. 

(iii)  Proposal  to  borrow  £10,200  for  works  of  sewerage  at  Castle  Bromwich  and 
Coleshill. 

(2)  Nuneaton  Borough  Council. 

(i)  Application  to  borrow  £5,750  for  works  of  sewerage  in  the  Camp  Hill  Road 

area. 

(ii)  Proposal  to  borrow  £3,218  for  works  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  in  the 
vicinity  of  Nuneaton  Golf  Course  to  deal  with  sewage  from  new  housing  estates 
on  the  Lutterworth  Road. 

(3)  Rugby  Rural  District  Council. 

Application  for  a  loan  of  £1,564  for  works  of  water  supply. 
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(4)  Solihull  Urban  District  Council. 

(i)  Proposal  to  borrow  £8,990  for  works  of  sewerage  at  Solihull,  Shirley  and  Monks- 

path. 

(ii)  Request  for  sanction  to  borrow  £38,033  for  works  of  sewerage. 

40.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

(1)  River  Tame. — This  river  in  its  course  through  Warwickshire  remains  a  problem, 
and  when  one  remembers  that  it  receives  the  sewage  from  the  City  of  Birmingham  and  a 
considerable  area  of  the  Black  Country  it  must  ever  remain  a  problem.  But  as  a  result  of 
the  scientific  management  undertaken  by  the  Birmingham  Tame  and  Rea  District  Drainage 
Board  and  the  generous  expenditure  voted  annually  for  the  treatment  of  this  sewage,  the 
river  rather  than  deteriorating  is  actually  shewing  some  improvement.  Credit  for  this  must 
be  shared  both  by  the  Birmingham  Tame  and  Rea  Board  and  by  the  Upper  Tame  Basin 
Joint  Committee,  this  latter  body  having  done  yeoman  service  during  the  last  few  years  in 
reducing  gross  pollution  at  many  points  in  the  upper  reaches  of  the  river. 

As  conditions  improve  above  so  must  the  standard  of  the  effluent  discharged  by  the 
main  Tame  and  Rea  Works  be  raised  to  avoid  pollution  so  that  from  the  point  of  view  of 
purity  of  the  Lower  Tame,  the  onus  would  appear  to  fall  largely  upon  the  Upper  Tame  Basin 
Joint  Committee.  Continued  stimulation  of  polluting  authorities  is,  however,  imperative  if 
progress  is  to  be  maintained  and  it  is  to  this  particular  committee  that  one  looks  for  the 
initial  help  in  this  direction. 

The  River  Cole  without  doubt  shews  evidence  of  deterioration  and  unless  effective 
measures  are  taken  to  reduce  pollution  from  storm  water  and  possible  trade  wastes  during  its 
passage  through  the  industrial  areas  of  Birmingham  its  natural  powers  of  recovery  will 
become  strained  to  the  utmost.  This  is  particularly  important  having  regard  to  the  follow¬ 
ing  statement  contained  in  the  20th  Annual  Report  of  the  Birmingham  Tame  and  Rea  District 
Drainage  Board  : — 

“  The  sewage  from  a  population  of  more  than  60,000  will  be  diverted  to  the  Yardley 
Works,  equivalent  to  a  fifty  per  cent,  increase,  and  the  Board  are  considering 
the  steps  to  be  taken  to  meet  the  situation  that  will  arise  at  those  Works  in  the 
near  future  in  consequence  of  the  Corporation’s  intentions  in  the  matter.” 

The  River  Blythe  in  its  course  through  the  Solihull  Urban  District  has  also  shewn  a 
falling  off  in  its  usual  high  standard  of  purity,  due  possibly  to  the  cumulative  effect  of  im¬ 
perfectly  treated  effluents  from  some  small  works,  which  it  is  gratifying  to  learn  are  now  being 
dealt  with  comprehensively  by  the  Birmingham  Tame  and  Rea  District  Drainage  Board. 

The  new  Coleshill  Sewage  Works  were  officially  opened  on  24th  October,  1934.  They 
were  designed  by  Mr.  H.  C.  Whitehead,  Engineer  to  the  Birmingham  Tame  and  Rea  Dis¬ 
trict  Drainage  Board,  as  the  first  unit  of  a  comprehensive  scheme  of  sewage  disposal  in  which 
the  participating  authorities  are  the  City  of  Birmingham,  the  Urban  District  of  Solihull,  the 
Rural  District  of  Meriden  and  the  Joint  Board.  The  Cole  Valley  Sewer  extending  for  a  dis¬ 
tance  of  71  miles  from  Lyndon  End,  Birmingham,  to  Coleshill,  was  designed  by  the  City  Engin¬ 
eer  of  Birmingham,  Sir  Herbert  H.  Humphries,  to  take  six  times  the  dry-weather  flow  of 
sewage  from  an  ultimate  population  of  335,000.  The  first  treatment  unit  is  capable  of  dealing 
with  a  population  of  67,000  or  a  dry  weather  flow  of  2  million  gallons,  by  the  activated 
sludge  process,  the  effluent  passing  from  the  works  direct  to  the  River  Tame 

(2)  River  Anker.- — The  Anker  for  some  distance  above  its  confluence  with  the  River 
Tame  at  Tamworth  is  a  river  of  considerably  better  quality  than  the  Tame  and  is  capable 
of  maintaining  fish  life.  In  its  upper  reaches  it  receives  effluents  directly  or  indirectly  from 
Hinckley,  Bedworth,  Nuneaton,  Atherstone  and  Polesworth,  and  in  its  lower  reaches  im¬ 
mediately  above  Tamworth  from  Alvecote  and  Amington.  In  repeated  surveys  its  dissolved 
oxygen  content  has  always  been  lowest  at  Witherley  Bridge  some  little  distance  below  the 
Nuneaton  Sewage  Works  at  Hartshill,  a  gradual  recovery  being  noticeable  from  this  point 
downwards  to  its  confluence  with  the  River  Tame  at  Lady  Bridge,  Tamworth. 

Considerable  extensions  have  recently  been  undertaken  at  the  Nuneaton  Corporation 
Sewage  Works,  Hartshill,  which  should  now  enable  this  Authority  to  produce  an  effluent  of 
consistently  good  quality,  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  reflected  in  a  purer  river  between  Woodford 
and  Witherley  Bridge. 
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The  construction  of  new  sewage  works  at  Polesworth,  occasioned  through  colliery 
subsidence  at  the  old  works,  is  at  present  under  consideration.  As  the  needs  are  pressing  it 
is  hoped  that  there  will  be  as  little  delay  as  possible  in  commencing  building  operations. 

(3)  River  Avon. — During  the  year  under  review,  the  River  Avon,  common  with 
many  other  rivers  in  the  country,  was  taxed  to  the  utmost  through  the  continued  drought. 
In  my  hydrographical  survey  in  the  month  of  June  conditions  were  shewn  generally  to  be 
better  than  in  October,  but  after  the  dry  summer  this  falling  off  was  to  be  expected.  The 
flow  has  since  then  fortunately  increased  and  the  quality  of  some  of  the  main  effluents  entering 
the  stream  has  shewn  distinct  improvement. 

The  new  Finham  Works  of  the  Coventry  Corporation  are  at  present  yielding  a  good 
quality  effluent  from  some  21  filters,  the  volume  treated  being  just  over  3J  million  gallons  per 
day.  The  construction  of  a  further  14  filters  as  part  of  the  Sowe  Valley  scheme  is  now  in 
progress,  the  volume  of  sewage  ultimately  to  be  treated  at  these  works  reaching  approximately 
5J  million  gallons  per  day.  In  addition  to  this  there  remains  in  operation  the  Baginton 
Works  where  3  million  gallons  are  treated  daily,  the  effluent  from  these  works  going  direct 
into  the  River  Avon  and  from  the  Finham  Works  into  the  River  Sowe  and  thence  into  the 
Avon.  For  the  time  being  the  position  is  not  disturbing  provided  every  care  is  exercised 
in  the  production  of  a  well  oxidised  effluent  which  is  mixed  as  at  present  with  approximately 
an  equal  volume  of  river  water,  but  when  the  volume  of  effluent  exceeds  the  volume  of  the 
river  water  receiving  it,  then  the  grestest  care  will  have  to  be  taken  by  the  Authority  con¬ 
cerned  to  prevent  deterioration  of  the  Avon  below  all  outfalls. 

The  new  Warwick  Sewage  Works,  although  not  yet  producing  an  entirely  stable 
effluent,  are  being  efficiently  managed  and  in  due  course  should  yield  an  effluent  that  will 
not  be  noticeable  in  that  stretch  of  the  Avon  which  even  at  present  is  capable  of  maintaining 
fish  life.  These  works,  provided  by  the  Borough  of  Warwick,  are  a  great  advance  on  conditions 
that  have  obtained  in  this  part  of  the  river  for  some  years  past,  and  one  can  look  forward  with 
confidence,  to  improved  fishing  facilities  in  the  future. 

Kenilworth  Urban  District  Council  are  also  undertaking  improvements  at  their  works 
that  should  safeguard  the  amenities  of  the  Finham  Brook  during  its  short  course  before  its 
confluence  with  the  Coventry  effluent  from  the  Finham  Sewage  Works. 

In  the  lower  reaches  of  the  Avon,  improvement  is  called  for  at  Bidford-on-Avon,  where 
no  system  of  modern  treatment  has  yet  been  provided.  At  Alcester,  the  bacterial  filters  have 
recently  been  reconstructed  and  when  matured  should  yield  an  effluent  that  will  no  longer  be 
a  menace  to  the  River  Arrow,  a  tributary  of  the  Avon,  which  river  higher  up  receives  effluents 
from  Redditch  in  Worcestershire  and  from  Studley  in  Warwickshire.  The  bacterial  works 
at  Studley  are  well  designed,  the  completion  of  which  is  now  being  undertaken  by  the  Alcester 
Rural  District  Council. 

41.  SCHOOLS. — Infectious  disease  accounted  for  the  closure  of  50  departments  during 
the  year,  19  on  account  of  measles,  11  Whooping  Cough,  9  Chicken  Pox,  5  Diphtheria,  4 
Scarlet  Fever  and  2  Mumps.  This  compares  with  164  closures  during  1933,  when  Influenza 
accounted  for  124  departments  being  closed.  The  periods  of  exclusion  of  children  from  school 
on  account  of  infectious  or  contagious  disease — governed  by  regulations  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  and  Board  of  Education — are  contained  in  a  circular  letter  which  is  periodically  re¬ 
vised  and  circulated  to  all  head  teachers  and  school  attendance  officers.  Head  teachers  are 
required  to  notify  the  school  medical  officer  and  the  appropriate  district  medical  officer  of  all 
cases  of  infectious  and  contagious  disease  in  school  children. 

42.  HOUSING. 

Housing  Act.  1930,  and  Housing  ( Rural  Authorities )  Act,  1931. — Grants  of  £1  6s.  Od. 
per  house  per  annum  were  approved  by  the  Council  in  respect  of  4  houses  in  the  Stratford- 
on-Avon  Rural  District  and  7  houses  in  the  Alcester  Rural  District. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  have  recognised  an  application  by  the  Shipston-on-Stour  Rural 
District  Council  in  respect  of  40  houses  as  eligible  for  the  Exchequer  contribution  under  the 
Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1924. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

MILK. 

43.  Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915.— Under  Section  4  of  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  67  herds  were  notified  by  various  Authorities  as  producing  tuber¬ 
culous  milk,  9  of  these  notifications  being  received  from  our  own  Food  Inspectors.  In  addi¬ 
tion  9  herds  brought  forward  from  the  previous  year  have  been  dealt  with,  making  a  total  of 
76  herds  inspected  by  the  Part-time  Veterinary  Inspectors  with  results  as  follows  : — 

1.  Cows  found  tuberculous  and  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order  51 

2.  Herds  subsequently  freed  from  disease  ...  ...  ...  ...  65 

3.  Herds  still  under  observation  and  investigation  not  completed  at  the

In  the  course  of  these  inspections  the  veterinary  inspectors  have  examined  1 ,557  cows 
in  milk  and  have  taken  253  samples  of  milk  for  biological  examination,  an  average  of  3.3  sam¬ 
ples  per  herd  inspected.  In  addition,  however,  the  County  Food  Inspectors  have  taken  150 
samples  of  milk  during  delivery  and  of  these  1 1  or  7.3  per  cent,  have  been  found  to  contain 
living  tubercle  bacilli  as  against  12  per  cent,  in  the  previous  year. 

44.  The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1923. — (1)  During  1934,  applications  for 
Grade  “  A  ”  Milk  Licences  were  received  from  40  Producers.  Of  the  40  Licences  issued,  33 
were  in  respect  of  Grade  “  A  ”  Producers  only,  and  7  for  Producer- Retailers.  In  addition, 
18  producers  of  “  Certified  ”  and  Grade  “  A  ”  (Tuberculin  tested)  milk,  received  licences  from 
the  Ministry  of  Health — a  total  of  58  producers  of  Designated  Milk  in  the  County. 

(2)  While  the  above  licence  holders  are  granted  a  "  Grade  A  ”  licence  on  the  under¬ 
standing  that  the  milk  produced  will  be  sold  to  the  consumer  as  “  Grade  A  ”  milk,  the  Milk 
Marketing  Board  have  introduced  an  Accredited  Scheme  which  relates  to  the  production  of 
“  Grade  A  ”  Milk  only,  but  milk  produced  under  this  scheme  need  not  be  sold  retail  as  “  Grade 
A  ”  milk. 

The  scheme  operated  from  May  1st,  1935,  and  carries  with  it  the  payment  by  the  Milk 
Marketing  Board  of  a  bonus  of  one  penny  per  gallon.  Up  to  date  the  response  has  been 
good  and  some  200  of  our  2,000  milk  producers  in  the  County  have  sought  licences. 

The  Accredited  Scheme  has,  however,  introduced  difficulties  into  the  administration 
of  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1923,  and  revision  of  this  Order  would  appear  to  be 
desirable  with  a  view  to  securing  some  degree  of  uniformity  both  in  the  issuing  of  licences 
and  in  the  requirements  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  leading  up  to  the  issue 
of  such  licences.  In  other  words  anomalies  have  been  created  that  must  be  removed  and 
obviated  in  future. 

(3)  The  question  of  routine  veterinary  inspection  at  the  cost  of  the  County  Council 
has  been  under  consideration  both  before  and  since  the  introduction  of  the  Accredited  Scheme 
and  on  each  occasion  it  has  been  decided  not  to  introduce  any  such  public  service.  Quarterly 
veterinary  inspection  as  required  by  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order  for  “  Grade  A  ” 
licence  holders  must  therefore  be  undertaken  at  the  cost  of  the  producer  himself,  but  the 
veterinary  surgeon  engaged  must  be  on  a  panel  approved  by  the  County  Council  and  reports 
submitted  quarterly  in  a  uniform  manner. 

(4)  While  already  some  10  per  cent,  of  the  2,000  milk  producers  in  the  County  have 
qualified  for  bonus  under  the  Accredited  Scheme  and  have  obtained  their  producer’s  “  Grade 
A  ”  licence,  it  is  anticipated  that  in  a  few  months’  time  this  number  will  be  doubled. 

This  great  cleanliness  drive  induced  and  encouraged  by  the  Milk  Marketing  Board’s 
bonus  should  prove,  in  time,  to  be  beneficial  to  the  whole  milk  consuming  community, 
although  at  present  the  bulk  of  this  “  Grade  A  ”  milk  is  sent  wholesale  into  the  nearest  large 
towns,  the  rural  consumers  having  to  content  themselves  with  the  product  of  the  undesignated 
producer. 

Licensing  authorities  will  shortly  be  involved  in  considerably  increased  costs  for  the 
subsequent  sampling  of  milk  produced  by  licence  holders  to  see  that  the  standard  is  being 
maintained  ;  but  since  the  producer’s  responsibility  ends  at  the  buyer’s  depot  or  dairy,  pro¬ 
vision  will  have  to  be  continued  for  the  protection  of  the  consumer,  whose  milk,  unless  effi¬ 
ciently  pasteurised,  may  be  far  below  the  standard  obtaining  while  the  milk  is  nominally  in 
the  possession  of  the  producer. 
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45.  Public  Health  (Preservatives,  Etc.,  in  Food)  Regulations,  1925-1927. — During  the 
year  30  samples  were  submitted  under  these  Regulations,  consisting  of  2  samples  of  milk  and  27 
samples  of  cream.  1  sample  of  cream  gave  analytical  results  and  reactions  which  suggested 
that  it  was  probably  a  reconstituted  cream,  1  milk  sample  contained  \  part  per  100,000  moist 
dirt,  and  another  sample  of  milk  contained  2  parts  moist  dirt  per  100,000. 

ADULTERATION,  ETC. 

46.  Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  1928. — During  the  year  under  review  952  samples 
were  submitted  for  analysis  by  the  County  Inspectors,  and  50  by  the  Inspectors  of  the  Dis¬ 
trict  Councils,  making  a  total  of  1,002  for  the  County.  Of  these  108  were  found  to  be 
adulterated  giving  a  sample  adulteration  figure  of  10.7  per  cent,  as  compared  with  9.4  in  1933. 

The  figure  for  milk  adulteration  alone  was  12.4  as  against  10.2  in  the  previous  year. 

The  108  adulterated  samples  were  as  follows  : — Milk  104  (63  vendors),  Ammoniated 
liniment  of  Camphor  1,  Pork  Sausage  1,  Ammoniated  tincture  of  Quinine  1,  and  Sweet  spirit 
of  nitre  1. 

Proceedings  were  taken  in  27  cases,  against  12  vendors,  the  total  amount  of  fines  and 
costs  paid  being  £63  11s.  Od.

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  AND 

OTHER 

DISEASES. 

GENERAL. 

47.  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  Section  63.— With  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  the  Council’s  scheme  under  this  section  has  been  amended  to  provide  for  cases  of  in¬ 
fectious  disease,  other  than  Smallpox,  being  sent  from  the  Bedworth  Urban  District  to  the 
Nuneaton  Isolation  Hospital,  so  far  as  accommodation  allows,  and  when  this  accommodation 
is  full  then  to  the  Coventry  Isolation  Hospital.  The  original  scheme  provided  for  all  cases 
from  the  Urban  District  being  sent  to  the  latter  Hospital. 

48.  Smallpox. — An  entire  absence  of  this  disease  from  the  County  continues. 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox. — Of  4,805  registered  births  in  1933,  1,146  were  success¬ 
fully  vaccinated  last  year,  a  percentage  of  21.7  as  against  25.6  in  1933.  2,997  conscientious 

objection  certificates  were  received,  a  percentage  of  62.37  compared  with  60.8  in  1933. 

49.  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria  and  Enteric  Fever. — I  regret  again  having  to  record  a 
heavy  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria,  both  diseases  having  been  widespread  over 
the  County — with  the  exception  of  the  extreme  south — resulting  in  isolation  hospital  accom¬ 
modation  being  severely  taxed.  The  number  of  cases  notified  were  : — Scarlet  Fever  1,756 
as  against  1,198  in  1933  and  569  in  1932;  and  Diphtheria  622  as  against  217  in  1933  and 
139  in  1932. 

The  highest  number  of  notifications  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  recorded  in  the  Boroughs 
of  Rugby  (433),  Nuneaton  (294)  and  the  rural  districts  of  Rugby  (141)  and  Atherstone  (133). 
On  the  other  hand,  only  6  cases  were  recorded  in  the  Shipston-on-Stour  Rural  District. 

Diphtheria  notifications  were  highest  in  the  Alcester  Rural  District  (116),  where  the 
position  was  at  one  time  most  serious  and  hospital  accommodation  taxed  to  such  an  extent 
that  arrangements  had  to  be  made  with  the  Warwick  Joint  Hospital  Board  for  the  use  of 
the  Fosse  Road  Smallpox  Hospital.  The  urban  district  of  Rugby  with  90  notifications,  and 
the  Borough  of  Leamington  with  58,  have  the  next  highest  incidence.  In  the  Shipston-on- 
Stour  Rural  District  alone  were  no  cases  recorded. 
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Scarlet  Fever  accounted  for  14  deaths  and  Diphtheria  34. 

In  1933  there  were  18  deaths  registered  as  attributable  to  diphtheria  and  8  in  1932. 

Enteric  Fever  continues  to  decline,  there  being  only  12  cases  in  1934  compared  with 
17  in  1933  and  30  in  1932.  7  of  the  cases  were  regarded  as  para-typhoid  and  2  deaths  were 

registered. 

50.  Measles,  Whooping  Cough  and  Influenza. — Measles  was  rather  prevalent  during 
1934,  especially  at  the  beginning  and  the  end  of  the  year,  but  deaths  attributable  to  this 
disease  number  only  8.  This  compares  with  12  in  1933  and  25  in  1932.  Whooping  Cough 
too  was  mildly  epidemic  early  in  the  year  and  accounted  for  17  deaths.  Influenza  resulted 
in  only  72  deaths  as  against  221  in  1933  and  162  in  1932.  It  is  significant  that  during 
1934  no  school  was  closed  owing  to  influenza. 

51.  Cerebro-spinal  Fever.- — Only  12  cases  of  this  disease  were  recorded  compared  with 
32  in  1933.  8  deaths — as  compared  with  14  in  the  previous  year — were  registered.

53.  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — 33  notifications  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  were  received 

during  the  year  as  compared  with  31  in  1933.  Of  these  12  were  resident  in  the  boroughs 
of  Nuneaton,  Leamington  Spa  and  Sutton  Coldfield,  which  are  separate  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Areas,  leaving  21  notifications  in  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  County.

3  of  the  4  cases  treated  in  hospital  were  admitted  to  the  Birmingham  and  Midland  Eye 
Hospital,  and  the  cost  was  borne  by  the  County  Council,  but  only  one  of  these  cases  was 
actually  notified  to  this  Authority.  The  other  two  were  notified  to  the  Birmingham  City 
Council,  but  financial  responsibility  for  treatment  was  accepted  by  the  County  Council  as 
both  cases  resided  in  Warwickshire. 

The  fourth  case  was  treated  privately  at  the  Rugby  Hospital  of  St.  Cross. 

75  notices  of  medical  help  were  received  from  midwives  on  account  of  inflammation 
or  watery  discharge  from  the  eyes,  including  cases  subsequently  notified  as  Ophthalmia 
Neonatorum,  involving  57  first  visits  and  152  re-visits  by  the  County  health  visitors. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

54.  During  the  year  1934,  285  Notifications  of  Tuberculosis  were  received — 208  Pulmonary 
cases,  and  77  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis.  The  death-rate  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was 
0.42  per  1,000  of  population,  as  compared  with  0.52  per  1,000  in  1933.

In  my  last  Annual  Report  I  referred  to  a  scheme  for 

an  extension  of  the  Memorial  Sana- 

torium.  This  is  proceeding,  the  buildings  being  in  course 

of  erection.  I  also  made  reference 

to  the  question  of  water  supply  and  the  negotiations  then  proceeding  with  regard  to  a  pro- 

posal  to  provide  a  joint  softening  plant  and  storage  accommodation  for  the  Memorial  Sana- 

torium  and  the  County  Mental  Hospital.  A  scheme  to  accomplish  this  has  now 

been  agreed 

upon  which  will  give  storage  accommodation  for  240,000  gallons.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  TUBERCULOSIS  OFFICER. 

(Dr.  J.  McGeagh  Williams). 

58.  During  the  year  1934  the  number  of  new  patients,  including  37  transfers  from  other  areas, 
examined  at  or  in  connection  with  the  Joint  Committee’s  seven  Dispensaries  and  at  the  Sutton 
Coldfield  School  Clinic  was  961.  In  1933,  the  number  of  new  patients  was  1038,  and  in  1932, 
1052.  The  attendances  at  the  seven  Dispensaries  and  the  Sutton  Coldfield  School  Clinic 
numbered  2334,  as  compared  with  2605  in  1933,  and  2646  in  1932. 

59.  The  Dispensaries  are  open  as  follows  : — 5,  Market  Street,  Atherstone,  from  1-30  p.m.  to  4 
p.m.  on  Wednesdays  ;  4,  The  Quadrant,  Coventry,  from  5  to  8  p.m.  on  Tuesdays  and  2  to  5  p.m. 
on  Fridays — other  days  by  appointment  ;  6,  Portland  Street,  Leamington,  from  10  a.m.  to  12 
noon  on  Wednesdays,  and  from  6  to  8  p.m.  on  Thursdays  ;  35,  Coton  Road,  Nuneaton,  from  10 
a.m.  to  12-30  p.m.  and  from  2  to  4-30  p.m.  on  Tuesdays  ;  1,  Plowman  Street,  Rugby,  from  10 
a.m.  to  12-30  p.m.  and  from  2  to  4  p.m.  on  Mondays  ;  1,  Lode  Lane,  Solihull,  from  10  a.m.  to 
12  noon  on  Thursdays  ;  47,  Henley  Street,  Stratford-on-Avon,  from  2  p.m.  to  4-30  p.m.  on 
Fridays  ;  and  the  School  Clinic,  9,  Holland  Street,  Sutton  Coldfield,  is  usually  open  on  a 
Monday  in  each  month,  the  actual  dates  and  times  being  arranged  to  suit  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  Sutton  Coldfield,  and  his  staff. 

60.  During  the  year,  Dr.  A.  Ogg  was  appointed  Tuberculosis  Officer  for  North  Staffordshire 
and  left  the  service  of  the  Joint  Committee  at  the  end  of  October.  Dr.  R.  N.  Walker  was 
appointed  an  Assistant  Tuberculosis  Officer  in  Dr.  Ogg’s  place  and  commenced  his  duties  here 
on  the  1st  November,  1934.  Particulars  of  the  changes  in  the  Resident  Medical  Staff  at  the 
Sanatorium  have  been  reported  to  the  House  Committee. 

61.  In  addition  to  the  following  tables  which  give  the  usual  information  about  the  Warwick¬ 
shire  patients  dealt  with  under  the  Joint  Committee’s  scheme,  further  Tables  will  be  found 
in  the  appendix  to  this  Report  (Tables  E  and  F).

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64.  Contributions  by  Patients. — The  Treasurer  informs  me  that  during  the  year 
the  amount  received  from  Warwickshire  and  Coventry  patients  was  £512  7s.  Id.  The  amount 
received  in  1933  was  £308  13s.  Id.,  and  in  1932,  £366  11s.  Od. 

65.  Sputum  Examinations. — One  hundred  and  seventy-one  (171)  of  the  209  new  cases 
of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  had  tubercle  bacilli  in  their  sputum,  and  in  38  cases  the  bacilli 
were  not  found  or  the  patients  had  no  sputum.  Nine  hundred  (900)  specimens  of  sputum 
were  examined  in  the  Laboratory  of  the  Chief  Dispensary  and  55  specimens  were  sent  to 
Birmingham  University. 

66.  Children. — Three  hundred  and  nine  (309)  children  (up  to  15  years  of  age)  were  exam¬ 
ined  at  the  Dispensaries — 162  boys  and  147  girls.  Eight  of  these  were  found  to  be  suffering 
from  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  23  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis.  Of  the  remainder, 
five  were  doubtful  cases,  and  under  observation  at  the  end  of  the  year,  while  273  showed  no 
definite  evidence  of  tuberculosis.  The  pulmonary  cases  were  all  classified  into  Stage  T.B.  — . 

67.  Shelters.— The  number  of  shelters  available  in  the  County  is  57.  The  Joint  Com¬ 
mittee  own  39  of  these.  The  number  in  use  by  Warwickshire  patients  on  the  31st  December, 
1934,  was  22.  During  the  year  19  shelters  were  removed  on  ceasing  to  be  required  and  11 
were  erected  at  new  addresses. 

68.  Contacts. — Routine  examination  of  contacts  was  continued.  The  number  of  con¬ 
tacts  examined  at  the  Dispensaries  and  in  their  homes  during  1934  was  306,  the  number  in 
1933  being  346.

69.  Dispensary  Treatment. — The  number  of  patients  who  attended  the  Dispensaries 
for  some  form  of  treatment  in  1934  was  27.  In  1933  the  number  was  35. 

70.  X-Ray  Examinations.— The  number  of  X-Ray  examinations  of  County  patients 
made  during  the  year  at  the  Chief  Dispensary  was  620.  In  1933  the  number  of  examinations 
was  673. 

71.  Dental  Treatment. — Particulars  of  dental  treatment  given  at  the  Memorial 
Sanatorium  appear  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Superintendent.  Ten  patients  not  be¬ 
ing  treated  in  the  Sanatorium  received  dental  treatment  from  the  Joint  Tuberculosis  Com¬ 
mittee  during  the  year. 

72.  After-Care. — There  were  110  applications  for  help.  The  Tuberculosis  Nurse  dealt

Seven  of  the  patients  who  were  helped  financially  received  grants  from  the  Warwickshire 
War  Relief  Fund.  From  this  source  £119  Is.  Od.  was  distributed.  The  sum  of  £16  11s.  5d. 
was  given  by  various  charitable  societies  and  private  persons,  making  a  total  of  £135  12s.  5d. 
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73.  Extra  Nourishment. — The  Joint  Committee  continue  to  grant  extra  nourishment 
to  suitable  cases.  Their  expenditure  must  not  exceed  £ 2  per  1,000  of  the  population  of  their 
area.  During  the  year  the  Committee  provided  extra  nourishment  for  77  patients.  Grants 
to  31  patients  ceased  during  the  period  under  consideration,  and  there  were  46  patients 
having  extra  diet  on  the  31st  December,  1934.  The  Treasurer  informed  me  that  £514  6s.  2d. 
was  spent  on  extra  nourishment  for  Warwickshire  patients  and  £342  4s.  Id.  for  Coventry  patients, 
during  the  year,  a  total  of  £856  10s.  3d.  In  1933  the  amount  spent  for  the  whole  Joint 
Committee’s  area  was  £827  17s.  9d.,  and  in  1932,  £741  10s.  7d.  Cases  of  extreme  poverty  which 
can  only  be  dealt  with  by  the  Public  Assistance  Committees  are  referred  to  them. 

The  Tuberculosis  Nurse  made  191  visits  to  patients  in  their  homes,  42  of  these  being  to 
discharged  ex-service  men.  The  number  of  similar  visits  made  by  the  County  Health  Visitors 
was  1934,  of  which  112  were  to  discharged  ex-sailors  and  ex-soldiers. 

In  addition  to  the  above  visits  2,592  sick  nursing  visits  were  paid  to  homes  of  tuberculous 
patients,  by  District  Nurses  of  Associations  affiliated  to  the  County  Nursing  Association. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-three  of  the  visits  made  by  the  Health  Visitors  and  254  of  the 
visits  made  by  nurses  of  the  County  Nursing  Association  were  to  patients  not  under  the  care 
of  the  Joint  Committee. 

74.  Payment  of  Patients’  Travelling  Expenses. — The  Joint  Committee  have  power 
to  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  necessitous  patients  between  their  homes  and  Dispensaries 
and  Sanatoria,  and  during  1934  the  sum  of  £16  14s.  Od.  was  spent  on  County  patients.  This 
amount  does  not  take  into  account  any  expenses  in  connection  with  the  ambulance  at  the 
Memorial  Sanatorium. 

Co-operation  with  the  General  Practitioners  continued  to  be  satisfactory.  The  number 
of  reports  on  insured  tuberculous  persons  received  from  panel  practitioners  during  the  year 
was  : — On  Form  G.P.  17  (initial  report)  80  ;  on  Form  G.P.  36  (progress  report)  581  ;  total 
661.  In  1933  the  numbers  were  82  and  573,  total  655. 

75.  Orthopaedic  and  Light  Treatment. — The  number  of  attendances  of  patients 
under  the  care  of  the  Joint  Committee  at  various  orthopaedic  clinics  in  the  County  was  320. 
In  1933  it  was  603.  Light  treatment  for  those  patients  needing  it,  is  given  in  the  out¬ 
patient  department  of  the  Sanatorium.  The  number  of  attendances  of  these  patients  in  1934 
was  320,  and  in  1933,  341. 

The  following  information  relating  to  the  incidence  of,  and  deaths  from  tuberculosis, 
and  the  provision  made  for  the  institutional  treatment  of  this  disease,  is  taken  from  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  may  be  of  interest. 

The  number  of  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  fell  from  59,172  in  1923  to  49,958 
in  1933,  and  the  number  of  non-pulmonary  cases  fell  from  20,216  to  16,393.  The  number  of  new 
pulmonary  cases  in  1933,  was  1878  less  than  in  1932  and  the  number  of  new  non-pulmonary 
cases  1,563  less. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  from  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  in  England  and  Wales 
fell  from  40,788  in  1923  to  33,259  in  1933.  The  deaths  in  1933  were  399  less  than  in  1932. 

In  England  at  the  end  of  December,  1933,  the  number  of  beds  in  Residential  Institutions 
approved  for  the  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  was  26,773. 

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE 

MEMORIAL  SANATORIUM. 

(Dr.  Corydon  Budge). 

76.  Buildings. — In  July,  1934  a  beginning  was  made  in  the  big  scheme  of  modernisation 
and  enlargement  of  the  Sanatorium,  by  the  dismantling  of  the  pavilion  lying  to  the 
north  of  the  Hospital  Block,  and  its  re-erection  on  the  site  chosen,  to  the  north  of 
Pavilion  III. 

The  removal  of  this  Pavilion  has  proved  an  unqualified  success.  It  is  now  used  for 
ambulant  patients  only,  these  patients  having  the  use  of  the  day-room  and  the  verandah 
of  Pavilion  III.  during  their  hours  of  recreation,  and  a  small  heating  circuit  in  the  Pavilion 
on  its  present  site  adds  immeasurably  to  the  comfort  of  the  patients  during  the  winter. 
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On  the  site  cleared  by  the  removal  of  the  pavilion,  and  the  ground  lying  east  of  this, 
the  new  Clinic  and  Ward  Block  is  in  course  of  erection. 

77.  Grounds. — The  grounds  are  in  satisfactory  order,  and  continue  to  be  enjoyed  by  all 
patients  and  staff.  Necessary  maintenance  work  has  been  carried  out  as  usual  throughout 
the  year. 

78.  Recreation. — The  Sanatorium  is  again  indebted  to  the  many  friends  who  have  sent 
parcels  of  books  and  magazines,  toys,  fruit  and  flowers,  from  time  to  time  throughout 
the  year.  Concert  Parties  have  also  provided  excellent  entertainments  to  the  Sanatorium. 

On  appropriate  occasions,  the  canteen  provided  teas  for  a  large  number  of  visitors, 
and  this  service  has  been  much  appreciated. 

Throughout  the  season  the  Bowling  Green,  opened  in  1932,  has  been  very  much  en¬ 
joyed.  Four  matches  were  played  at  the  Sanatorium  by  teams  composed  of  patients  and 
staff,  two  against  the  Municipal  Bowling  Club  (Warwick),  and  two  against  the  Rugby 
Bowling  Club. 

79.  Electrical  Plant  and  Services. — The  maximum  demand  during  the  year  upon  the 
Public  Supply  Company’s  Mains  reached  25  K.W.  on  January  1st,  1934.  The  correspond¬ 
ing  figure  for  the  year  1933  was  24.5  K.W.

The  decrease  during  the  past  year  is  mainly  due  to  the  use  of  the  electrically  heated 
hot-water  boiler  in  the  Night  Nurses’  Home  being  discontinued.  This  heater  was  taken 
away  during  the  week  ending  August  18th,  1934. 

80.  Water  Service. — The  water  supply  was  satisfactory  throughout  1934.  5,490,195 

gallons  of  water  were  used  during  the  year,  giving  a  figure  of  58.5  gallons  of  water  consumed 
per  head  per  day  of  population.  In  1933,  the  number  of  gallons  consumed  per  head  per 
day  was  65.7. 

81.  School. — Miss  Hancox  continues  in  charge  of  the  school.  The  total  number  of  attend¬ 
ances  from  the  1st  April,  1933  to  the  31st  March,  1934,  was  10,043,  the  maximum  attend¬ 
ance  being  52  and  the  minimum  being  38  for  any  one  day. 

82.  Patients. — Necessitous  patients  continue  to  be  helped  by  grants  of  clothing  from  the 
fund  provided  by  the  Committee,  by  the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  the  United  Service 
Fund,  and  the  Coventry  City  Aid  Society. 

During  the  year  eight  patients  received  boots  and  clothing  from  the  Committee  at  a 
cost  of  £10  3s.  Id. 

The  voluntary  contributions  towards  the  cost  of  treatment  during  1934  amounted 
to  £491  5s.  Od. 

83.  Beds. — The  beds  at  the  Memorial  Sanatorium  are  allocated  as  follows  : — 

Male,  96.  Female,  65.  Children,  34. 

On  the  1st  July,  1934,  the  number  of  beds  available  for  women  patients  had  to  be 
reduced  by  sixteen,  consequent  upon  the  dismantling  of  Pavilion  1  and  its  re-erection  on 
the  new  site. 

The  Pavilion  was  re-opened  on  the  1st  November,  1934,  since  when  the  accommodation 
has  been  as  above.

Throughout  the  year  the  work  in  progress  at  the  Sanatorium  has  been  actively  pursued. 
The  number  of  cases  admitted  requiring  special  treatment  continues  to  be  considerable,  and 
the  measures  taken  result  in  increasing  success  when  compared  with  the  results  obtained 
in  former  years  in  similar  types  of  case. 

Sanocrysin  and  other  gold  compounds  continue  to  be  used  extensively  and  by 
varying  the  technique  of  administration  the  field  of  usefulness  of  these  preparations  has 
been  considerably  extended. 


VENEREAL  DISEASE. 

89.  Facilities  for  the  treatment  of  venereal  disease  have  continued  to  be  provided  at  the 
five  clinics  under  the  County  scheme,  and  259  new  cases  attended  the  clinics  during  the  year 
as  against  274  in  1933.  96  persons  completed  treatment  at  the  clinics  compared  with  100 

in  the  previous  year  and  146  ceased  to  attend  without  completing  treatment.  The  out¬ 
patient  attendances  total  13,604  as  against  12,339  in  1933,  and  the  out-patient  days  total 
597  as  against  685.  The  following  table  gives  particulars  of  attendances  in  greater  detail.

90.  Propaganda. — The  estimates  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  again  contained  the  sum 

of  £50  for  local  propaganda  and  the  services  of  the  British  Social  Hygienic  Council  were  en¬ 
listed  in  this  connection. 


During  1934  instead  of  holding  the  usual  three  days  educational  campaign,  consisting 
of  public  meetings  in  three  different  localities  in  the  County,  the  campaign  took  the  form  of 
lectures  on  biological  subjects  for  young  people  in  Nuneaton  and  Rugby,  following  a  commer¬ 
cial  shewing  in  these  towns  of  the  film  “  Damaged  Lives.”  Arrangements  were  made  for  two 
lectures  for  boys  and  two  for  girls  in  each  town.  The  first  lecture  was  held  on  the  8th 
October  at  the  Congregational  Hall,  Nuneaton,  and  the  film  “  Gift  of  Life  ”  was  shewn. 
Unfortunately  only  16  boys  attended  this  lecture  and  in  view  of  this  poor  attendance  the 
second  lecture  for  boys  was  cancelled. 

Two  lectures  for  girls  were  given  in  Nuneaton  on  the  10th  and  17th  October,  when  the 
attendances  were  better,  viz.  55  and  49.  The  Mayoress  of  Nuneaton  presided  at  both  meet¬ 
ings  and  the  films  “  Growing  Up  ”  and  “  Gift  of  Life  ”  were  shown. 
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Two  lectures  to  boys  were  given  in  Rugby  on  the  9th  and  16th  October,  when  the 
attendances  were  70  and  90  respectively  ;  the  chair  on  both  occasions  being  taken  by  the 
Mayor  of  Rugby  and  the  film  “  Gift  of  Life  ”  being  shewn.  Two  lectures  to  girls  were  given 
in  Rugby  on  the  11th  and  18th  October,  the  chair  being  taken  at  the  first  meeting  by  the 
Mayoress  of  Rugby  and  on  the  second  occasion  by  Mrs.  Dewar,  the  films  “  Growing  Up  ” 
and  “  Gift  of  Life  ”  being  shewn.  The  attendances  were  40  and  29  respectively. 

This  form  of  propaganda  was  in  the  nature  of  an  experiment  in  Warwickshire,  but  the 
attendances  did  not  compare  at  all  favourably  with  those  reported  in  previous  years  at  ordin¬ 
ary  mass  meetings  for  men  and  women. 

91.  Institutional  Treatment  for  Unmarried  Mothers. — 5  unmarried  mothers  suffering 
from  venereal  disease  received  institutional  treatment  at  Cleveland  House,  Wolverhampton. 
2  of  these  were  cases  admitted  during  1933,  and  the  other  three  were  new  cases.  Of  the  five, 
one  remained  in  the  institution  at  the  31st  December. 

92.  BOUNDARY  ALTERATIONS. — Further  alterations  in  the  County  Boundary  took 
effect  on  the  1st  April,  1935,  when  the  parishes  of  Admington,  Quinton  and  Clopton — now 
merged  with  Quinton — were  transferred  from  Gloucestershire  to  Warwickshire.  Adjustments 
were  also  made  on  this  date  in  the  boundary  between  Leicestershire  and  Warwickshire. 
This  boundary,  which  formerly  followed  the  centre  of  Watling  Street,  now  allows  each  authority 
alternatively  a  building  depth  on  either  side  of  the  road. 

CONCLUSION. 

93.  The  following  table,  which  it  has  been  customary  to  publish  in  past  years,  records  some 
of  the  more  important  statistical  results  of  the  year  under  review,  compared  with  previous 
rates  for  the  last  30  years.

94.  A  noteworthy  feature  of  the  year’s  statistics  is  the  slight  increase  recorded  in  the  birth¬ 
rate,  which  may  possibly  be  due  to  the  greater  sense  of  security  felt  by  the  Country  generally 
during  the  last  two  years,  carrying  with  it  no  doubt,  an  increased  marriage  rate.  Another 
satisfactory  feature  is  an  accompanying  reduction  in  the  general  death-rate  which,  during  the 
past  few  years,  has  been  tending  to  rise. 

95.  The  preservation  of  infant  life,  through  the  instrumentality  of  the  Council’s  child  wel¬ 
fare  scheme,  has  not  only  been  maintained  but  has  exceeded  all  previous  efforts,  as  shewn  by  the 
low  infant  death-rate  of  48  per  1,000  births.  But  even  with  this  figure  one  must  not  be  content 
since  so  many  of  these  deaths  during  the  first  year  of  life  are  doubtless  preventable,  and  could 
be  prevented  if  greater  ante-natal  care  of  the  unborn  child  were  exercised  by  those  expectant 
mothers  who  in  some  instances  treat  their  condition  lightly  after  conception  has  become  to 
them  an  apparent  fact,  with  resulting  injury  to  the  health  of  the  child  at  birth. 

96.  Another  notable  figure  is  the  low  pulmonary  tuberculosis  death-rate  of  0.42  per  1,000 
population,,  the  lowest  rate  ever  recorded.  But  in  my  last  Annual  Report  this  was  anticipated 
in  the  following  words  “  With  improved  housing  conditions  and  brighter  prospects  in  employ¬ 
ment  a  further  reduction  in  this  figure  may  be  looked  for  during  the  next  few  years.” 

97.  The  Milk  Marketing  Board’s  scheme  of  Accredited  Producers  introduced  early  in  1935, 
while  undoubtedly  encouraging  the  production  of  clean  milk  must,  if  properly  administered, 
throw  a  considerable  burden  on  the  staffs  of  all  those  concerned,  district  council  as  well  as 
county  council,  and  must  assuredly  throw  additional  cost  upon  the  responsible  authority  in 
securing  to  the  public  an  article  of  food  of  a  required  standard  of  cleanliness.  But  whatever 
this  additional  cost  the  public  will  not  question  if  an  assurance  can  be  given  that  their  daily 
milk  is  free  from  adulteration  and  is  in  fact  a  food  fit  to  drink  in  its  raw  and  natural  state. 
This  will  involve  extra  supervision  over  milk  production  and  distribution,  responsibilities 
which  are  demanded  in  the  public  interest  and  must  be  met. 

98.  For  the  work  accomplished  in  the  Public  Health  Department  during  the  past  year,  I 
have  to  thank  all  members  of  my  staff  for  their  constant  loyal  service  and  gladly  record 
my  appreciation  of  the  help  afforded  at  all  times  by  those  officers  of  other  departments  who 
have  co-operated  with  me  in  health  matters  generally.  To  the  County  Public  Health 
Committee  I  also  tender  my  thanks  for  their  continued  support  and  confidence.
